Washington—The true significance 


of the manner in which the official 


f spokesman 
for 
President Coolidge 


voiced to the public the chief execu- 
tive's support of James R. Shefleld, 
the American ambassador to Mexico, 
has just begun to be appreciated by 
the diplomatic world here. 


Mr. Coolidge not only Invited the 


ambassador to Paul Smith's as his 
guest but In those declarations given 
out afterwards a particular point was 
made of the executive's complete con- 
fidence In Mr. Sheffield. 


This is taken to mean that when 


Mr. Sheffield returns to Mexico City 
for his final series of negotiations with 
the Mexican 
government, 
he will 


speak with the complete authority and 
prestige that attaches to an envoy 
who really has been given full rein. 


NO DOUBT OF AUTHORITY 
Until now the Mexican authorities 


have been Inclined to think that the 
earnest If not stern words used by the 
ambassador did not represent the 
"Washington government's determina- 
tion. There will be no doubt of'it now. 
'For the American government with- 
out making any public utterance and 
without threat or bluster has begun to 
insist that It must have some afflrma- 


, tive response to the many petitions It 


has filed with respect to the protection 
of American property rights. 


As for the religious controversy, Mr. 


Coolidge's spokesman has clarified the 
government's position so there no 
longer can be any doubt of It. No for- 
mal protect hi the sense In which the 
term is used In diplomatic parlance 
and no representations of a general 
character arguing the merits of the 
restrictive religious laws will be made. 
The United States government, how- 
ever, will not ignore the affair. For in- 
stance, if any American priests should 
be deported as was the American arch- 
bishop last spring, the matter will be 
promptly brought to the attentio'n of 


i the foreign office. 
If any Americans 


.suffer inconvenience either in life or 
property—if there if confiscation -of 
any church 
property belonging to 


American organizations—this will be- 
come a matter of governmental at- 
tention Just as any other property In- 
terest of American citizens that may 
be affected. 


PROTECTION TO AMERICANS 
But the line is drawn sharply to ap- 


ply to Americans and not aliens. Here- 
tofore the United States has inter- 
ceded frequently on behalf of Spanish 
nationals, for instance, or the French 
priests. This has been done more es- 
pecially under tho implications of the 
Monroe Doctrine and usually when 
foreign governments have requested 
the United States to use good offices 
There is no evidence that any foreigr 
government has asked the 
Unltec 
States government to use its influence 
on behalf of its nationals affected by 
the religious laws of Mexico. 


RELIGION'NOT QUESTION 


For the present, therefore, any ac- 


tion taken in diplomatic channels wil 
be confined to securing respect for 
the lives and property of any Ameri- 
can missionaries or priests who ma> 
bo affected by the religious laws. In 
other words, the basis of doplomatic 
action Is not the religious question in- 
volved but the actual effect on the 
lives or property 
of the 
American 


Catholic organizations 
own propertj 


in Mexico, so the 
opportunities for 


protest are limited. 


The policy adopted by Mr. Coolidge 


is in line with that which the presi- 
dent applied In the case of the Protes- 
tant missionaries in Turkey and the 
Near East, where diplomatic influence 
is used by the American embassy to 
enable the American religious schools 
and colleges to operate without out- 
side interference.

Germany ha.-, boon formally admitted 


to membership in the League of Nations, 
and has taken her place on the chief gov- 
erning agency of that body, the council, 
with a permanent seat. 
Thus she is re- 


instated into the family of nations on an 
equality not only with her recent asso- 
ciates in the "World war. but with her op- 
ponents. It has required but eight years, 
since the Armistice for Germany to so far 
recover her standing and prestige in the 
world as to make possible this agreeable 
event. By her admission to the League 
the Locarno treaties, which are intended 
to preserve permanent peace between Ger- 
many. France and Great Britain, become 
operative and are given full force and ef- 
fect. 


The whole procedure makes for the 


peace 
and 
stability 
and good-will of 


Europe. 
Undoubtedly it will lead to an 


amelioration of some of the harshness of 
the Versailles treaty. It. sets . up for 
France the security she has never before 
possessed, and it is a security far more de- 
pendable than that which she previously 
enjoyed -through treaty alliances with 
Great Britain ami Russia. It affords the 
basis on which Europe^may look forward 
to gradual disarmament and a beginning 
of relations based on justice; amity and 
understanding. 


The temporary defection of Spain and 


Brazil 
is 
of minor consequence to the 


League. Its main purpose and its struc- 
tural dimensions are too great to be se- 
riously affected by this incident. Its im- 
portance is oVer-emphasized in Europe be- 
cause of delicate political relations that 
have always existed between the control- 
ling powers. In the end Spain and Bra- 
zil probably will repent. It is not to their 
advantage to be outsiders in so large an 
undertaking and so powerful an associa- 
tion. 
Altogether, the League contro- 


versy has been admirably handled and ad- 
justed. 
Witlij Germany's membership a 


new era of usefulness and influence for 
peace opens up.

RAILROADS

canned cri. and not the 'fresh kind at all. "Upon

subway when t'he woman hadn't been in the sub- 
way for a week—"I learned that I had sinus in- 
fection."

drained the infected sinus through the nasal route.

Children and adults who suffer frequently and re- 


peatedly from what they complacently call "fresh 
colds" "in reality have an infected 
sinus in very 


many cases. 
There are four pairs of sinuses or air spaces with- 


in the bones of the head, communicating normally 
with the nasal cavity. Ethmoidal and 
sphenoidal 


sinuses are well hack in the head: frontal sinuses 
are underneath the brows: maxillary sinuses (also 
called antra of Highmore) are behind the cheeks in 
the upper jaw bone. Acute inflammation of the mu- 
cous membrane lining any of these bony sinuses 
usually produces considerable pain—pain still too 
often dubbed "neuralgia." Chronic inflammation or- 
dinarily produces little or no pain, but it is a fairly 
frequent source of focal infection and as such septic 
focus it may explain repeated attacks o* alleged 
"colds." joint lesions which masquerade as rheu- 
matism" (and are still 
attributed 
to the 
damp- 


weather by some of our most popular physicians). 
Chronic ethmoiditis is the cause of not a few cases 
of persistent cough and bronchitis and in certain in- 
dividuals attacks of asthma.

the Pacific 
coast 
of the. United 


States Is the home of a claimant for 
the title of the largest bird that flies. 
This is the California condor, whose 
only rival 
for size 
is the Andean 


condor, found only in »h» Cordillpras 
of the west coast of South America. 
In addition to holding a record for 
size among: birds of the Xorth Ameri- 
can continent, the California 
condor 


lays an ess valued by museums and 
collectors at $1,500 to $2.000—almost 
in the class of the eggs of the long- 
dead dinosaur.

There are novelists whose struggle 


to win the larger public is far more 
'exciting than the story in any of their 
books. To one who follows their pro- 
gress 
with 
some 
care 
there 
is 


a feeling of suspense in connection 
with every book they publish. Will 
they hit the bull's eye this time or 
will the larger public-continue to ig- 
nore them in spite of their merit? Of- 
ten the public continues 
to Ignore 


them: sometimes, without . rfhy good 
reason, the public takes tip such a 
writer in the middle of his career and 
read him by the hundreds of thou- 
sands, after having neglected him for 
years. Sometimes also the larger pub- 
lic—the public of numbers—continues 
to ignore a really fine writer to -the 
end of his, days. 


ADVERTISED McFEE 


About five o six years ago William. 


JIcFee seemed on the edge of being 
taken up by the larger reading pub- 
lic.x His novel, "Casuals of the Sea." 
was published and for once the pub- 
lishers used a brass band to advertise 
an unknown author. Publishers use 
plenty of brass bands for well known 
writers but seldom do they gamble^to 
the extent of many thousands of" dol- 
lars in advertising appropriations" for 
an unknown. 


But they did it in the case of Wil- 


liam McFee. He was completely un- 
known in. this country at that' time. 


ticed with' what strength and

But it was of no avail. 
William 


McFee has a great many warm ad- 
mirers and what is much better, he 
honest.ly deserves them. But the larg- 
er public is 'still unconscious of his 
existence. H"e has never been among 
the best sellers. 
Ask the average 


man in the street who William Mc- 
Fee is and he looks blank. He does 
not look blank when you ask him 
who Zane Grey is—yet there is no 
comparison between the two writers. 


AViil William McFee ever get to this 


larger audience? Joseph Conrad, who 
was alfto a noveliest of the sea and a] 
friend of William McFee. did it at las 
after nearly 20 ^years of trying. An- 
every time a new McFee book come: 
out,! wonder if the lightning: of the1 
"atjpt'oval of the larger public^ going 
"to strike it. But it never d'oes. His 
latest book. "Command." is'three years 
old and it hardly caused a ripple. 


Now that Joseph Conrad is gone, 1 


doubt if there is any other writing 
man in the world wno knows more 
about the sea than William, McFee, 
and he has elected to make" himself a 
writer of the sea. It would seem that 
lie must catch public attention some, 
time. For 20 yea>s or so he has been 
engaged in life on the ocean, not as a 
mere collector of local color but as a 
practical seaman. It was.a career for 
him. 
just as 'another man makes a 


career of law or medicine. And he 
made good at it. During the. war he 
served, in the English merchant ma- 
rine, sailing- all over the globe. "Com- 
mand" harks back 
to those experi- 


ences. When he writes about shi 
he is, not guessing and depending 
his readers) ignorance to get by: he 
knows what he is talking about. He 
knows steamships as ' intimately as 
Joseph Conrad knew sailing boats, be- 
because he climbed high in the ser- 
vice of the English merchant itnarine. 


And in addition to being an efficient 


practical seaman he is a distinguish- 
ed man of letters. It would seem that 
the combination cannot be beat for a 
successful career as a novelist. Ther« 
are plenty of examples of men of let- 
ters with no practical knowledge of 
the iffe they are to write about: there 
arc plenty of men of experience who 
have no kndck for writing. But here 
the two are united in one person and 
yet the larger public continues to ig- 
nore him. 


Moreover. Wiliiajn McFee is a dis- 


tinct personality. 'Why he does not 
"take hold" is one of the faclnating* 
conundrums of literature.

CHECK TRANSACTIONS 


"Check transactions also are holding 


up well, running at an average of 


r $3,000,000,000 a month, which is 


slightly ahead of a year ago. The in- 
crease in check transactions has not 
been spectacular, as in the case of 
new building, but has shown a fairly 
steady increase for a considerable pe- 
riod of years. This is especially so in 
he case of check transactions of the 
Jnited States eliminating New York 
City, as the New York banks tend to 
make the total more or less erratic. 


BUSINESS FAILURES

tions are very good. With the excep- 
ion of the textile industry and one 
or two other industries, labor is very 
veil employed.

'ear in connection with unemployment 
so long as the building- industry holds 
good. 


BANKING STATISTICS 
'The banking situation, so far as it 


relates'to the national .banks and trust 
companies is very sound. There has 
been a slight increase in loans during 
.he past few years, but it has been 
more than offset by-an increase in 
deposits. Moreover, the reserve of the 
twelve Reserve Banks is coming up 
again very well. This 
reached 
its 


peak January 16, 1924, and there was 
a. decline in reserves throughout 1921 
and 1925, reaching its minimum in the 
fall of 1925. Since then there has been 
a steady increase. Brokers' loans in 
New York City are again increasing 
in a way which is not satisfactory, but 
:he fact that these are now published 
is, of itself a very good .safeguard. 


"When studying the banking situa- 


tion, however. It should be remember- 
ed that the 
tremendous instalment 


business in connectoin with automo- 
biles, radio sets, clothing and scores 
of other things does not show up in 
the banking statement. These loaiis 
are carried by special finance corpora- 
tions which are under neither gov- 
ernment nor state supervision. What 
will ultimately happen to these un- 
supervised great finance corporations, 
only the future can tell. Personally, I 
shall not feel at all easy regarding the 
financial situation until either the In- 
stalment business slackens up or these 
finance corporations are under gov- 
ernment supervision. 


"Exports

So long a* 
money holds cheap, commodity price, 
should not rise, and the tendency maj 
be for a slow but constant 
decline 


Practically speaking,

the old Scotty 'Phillips herd, once 
the largest buffalo herd in captivity 
and the source of almost all the buf- 
falo to be seen in American parks and 
preserves. 


EARLY TO SEE EXTINCTION 
Phillips, an Indian trader and a 


rancher of a generation ago, was the 
first to take practical recognition of 
the fact that the buffalo was dying 
out. 
He established a herd 
of the 


shaggy beasts on hs rianch here, and 
with his half-bread wife cared for the- 
animals until 
the heard 
numbered 


many thousand, and was virtually the 
only buffalo herd, wild or tame, in the 
United States. 


Since the death 
of Phillips some 


years ago the herd has been largely 
dispersed, and parks and reserves in 
adozen states have established herds 
of their own by acquiring animals 
from the ranch here. 
Circuses and 


carnivals also ha.ve been good cus- 
tomers. 
. 


The Phillips herd now numbers less 


than 2.000. but each fa',1 the ranch is 
the scene of a big buffalo hunt, in 
which sportsmen from throughout the 
country participate. , 


ONCE HERD OF 300,000 


Pioneers of western South Dakota 


recall many interesting 
tales about 


buffalo hunts of bygone days. 
The- 


most famous was at Buffalo Gap, S. 
D., socalle.J because there, at a pass 
through a. mountain chain, the buf- 
falo would congregate at the migrat- 
ing season, sometimes to the number 
of 300.000.

The buffalo hunte's greatest peril 


I laid in the danger of being unhorsed 
in the path of a buffalo stampede. The 
animals, running forward, would never 
swere from a straight line. Occasion- 
ally the buffalo 
would charge 
a 


mounted hunter, but the animals arc 
easily outridden if a path of escape is 
clear. 
Likelihood that the 
buffalo ever 


will become 'extinct has virtually pas- 
sed. A hardy animal, the buffalo wil'.
